■ University ihis is definitely NOT. the point. While it. must be admitted 
is that money is a prime necessity in order to keep our universities going 
~ -as well as to handle the anticipated influx of new blood, we have not 

• been agitating for the almighty dollar to the exclusion of all else. The 
main complaint by 'he politically-sophisticated is that Duplessis, in 
carrying out the letter of the now celebrated section 93 of the B.N. A. 
Ad instead of its spirit has greatly increased the great cultural, edu- 
cational and spiritual cleavage that exists between this province and 
the rest of Canada. 

It appears that he n carrying the rest of his French-Canadian 
confreres with him in his greet autonomy scheme. The bogey-man of 
submersion into the rest of fhis great country îs continually invoked so 
that now we have Frenchmen In Quebec who are Canadians — BUT

The student demande greeted currenf party chief* &noe^6et«e- end* Premto-Andres- Hegedue* 
on their return from "friendly" telks in Belgrade -with YugoslaV'Presldent"Tjto. 

The demonstration were first banned by the' minister -of the mtertor, then they were permitted 
o be held. There were no disorders, Police did r»et Interfère. 



The students called for a 16 
point program for a polish-type 
changeover in the Government, 
restoration., of.. "Titoist" ..former 
Premier imre Nagy to office and 
freed on of speech and press. No 
communist flags were in evidence 
at the rallies. The student ca- 
paign originally started with a 
demand for more academic free- 
dom, 

full Agreement 

The two top officials of the gov- 
ernment declared "full agreement" 
with Tito. They agreed to co- 
operate to "prevent the repetition 
of past mistakes which Inflicted 
serious -harm upon the workers' 
movement".

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From our special correspondent — yortod 
covering the student demonstra- 
tions in 'Quebec City comes a pic- 
ture of a city m mass confusion] 
and turmoil. 

Bob Reich, Editor of the Daily,; 
reported that the students from 
Laval University, who had started 
demonstrations in Iront of Parlia- 
ment Buildings early Tuesday 
had marched into the heart ol 
town, completely -disrupting traffic 

The demonstrations started ear- 
ly in the' morning when the Laval 
University Students marched from 
their , university to Parliament 
Buildings carrying signs' which 
read, "We're Hungry", "We need 
Money", "Autenemy In an atmo- 
sphere ef Ignorance", "The Ind 
of Anarchy", "The Pothers ef 
Confederation Are Angry At You" 
and ether sign* |ust bearing large 
dollar signe, 

. The intention of the students 
were to enter the Parliament Build' 
ings to present their case. This 
proved 'to be impossible as there 
were over two hundred Provincial 
Police guarding the Parliament 
Buildings. They were standing 
three deep at every door and thus 
proved to be an efficient blocade. 

Various representatives of Laval 
students addressed the aggregate. 
When Moriie Shohet.i President of 
the Students' Society at McGill, was 
presented, the mob broke out' into 
the song "Il a gagné ses épnulet 
tes", tho French* song of victory 
Despite this the official McGill 
stand was against the demonstra- 
tion. . 

After two hours of morning 
demonstrations the students dis- 
their demands for an audience with 
persed but agreed between them- 
selves to return at 2 p.m. to press 
Mr. Duplessis. In the afternoon the 
crowd was much more angry, the 
signs more violent and the songs 
more rowdy.

For 
within the buildings to avoid get- 
a while the police had to take cover 
ting pelted. The students still could 
not gam entrance to the buildings. 

When the etude nt s realized that 
thoy couldn't eJo much more at 
Capitol Hill they marched Into town 
carrying their signs and also a few 
Provincial Police on their shoul-

QUEBEC CITY, Oct. 23. (BUP) 
A two-man delegation represent- 
fng Quebec University students 
Will meet with Premier Maurice 
Dupleuli next Wednesday, Oct. 
II to discuss tha controversial 
University grants ■ issue, It was 
announced tonight. 

Tha student delegation will be 
made up of Morris Shohot, presi- 
dent of the McGill Students'- So- 
ciety, and Adalbert Huard,. Prési- 
dent of the Laval Students'- Asso- 
ciation. 

Shohet said that ' following- the 
meeting with the Premier, student 
executives of the Quebec Univ- 
ersities will meet at McGlU in 
Montreal Nov. 4 to decide -on future 
•tcps. 

"Whatever will be decided -bet- 
ween, the. (university) spokesmen 
and -Premier Duplessis will be 
brought before the Executive 
Council and General Assembly of 
each university for sanctioning," 
he said. 

SIX UNIVERSITIES 

Shohet and Huard will, represent 
Laval, University of Montreal, 
Sherbrooke University,. McGill, 
Bishop's College of Lenoxville, 
Que., and Sir George Williams 
College of Montreal. 

A statement issuad tonight by 
tha representatives of tha various 
studtnti' bodies, following a 
matting at the Laval University 
Students' Club, asked that be- 
cause Duplessis had refused a 
federal offer to Increase univ- 
ersity grants from $6,000,000 to 
$16,000,000 annually, the Provfn-- 
eet correct the situation by means 
that will serve the body of 
of students. 

Each student body must re- 
spectively' approve every action 
taken in the fight for increased 
grants, Shohet said.

Provincial euthoritles, it 
was learned, had ■ prepared for 
even more trouble and had asked 
the Army to be .ready to come If 
needed.

Curiously enough, the Americans' 
are the -ones who are dismayed, by 
the confident mood of the commun- 
ists. They seem to . be • mo re dlst 
urbed than any other nation, per : 
haps because they clung, to the 
hope . that Stalin's . death would 
weaken the communists. . .

During the last decode, the Middle East has become the stage for many of the world's problerru. 
This started with the anti-Imperialistic movement that drove the foreign powers out of the Middle Eait. 
But since then, instead of cooperating In order to Improve this undeveloped land, the people of ihe 
Middle East have been too busy fighting' among themselves ! The Arab nations and Israel have been 
at conflict since the' birth of Israel, in 1948. The purpose of this article is not to examine this conflict or 
to offer any solution to ft, but rather to suggest why an immediate end to this conflict Is ettential.

Potentially, the Middle East is 
a rich , land; it possesses oil and 
minerals, and h has the water 
necessary for the proposed modern 
irrigation 'systems. It la, in addi- 
tion, the bridge between East and 
West,, the gateway of the world's 
trade. But It is -obvious that this 
potential, cannot' be realized unless 
there is full . cooperation among 
the people of the Middle East. . . 

Agriculture And Industry - 

While most of the Arab states 
are at present agricultural in their 
nature, Israel is more industrial- 
ized. This" will enable the Arabs 
to sell Israel. their surplus agricul- 
tural products, while Israel will 
supply the Arabs with its industrial 
materials. j 

This partnership-can be supplied 
to other fields, such as transporta 
tion case of a peace settlement, 
Israel can offer Jordan a free 
port of transit on the Méditer 
rannean and thereby boost the 
economy ' of this country. Under 
these circumstances, Israel will be

Furthermore, Israel can offer the 
Arab world the mechanical and 
scientific assistance that they must 
have in order to develop and r ln- 
dustrlalize their countries. It is 
clear that economically speaking 
this step Is a must for both sides; 
Israel cannot prosper out- of. the 
Arab world, under economic block- 
ade and heavy. defence expenses, 
and- for' the- Arab, a hostile Israel 
also means' an obstacle in their 
development.. . - 

- Compromise 

Israel cani\6t conquer the Arab 
countries, and neither can the 
Arabs destroy Israel. This is why 
the time has come /or an open- 
minded compromirinf/ attitude from 
both sides. 

There is no basic reason for the 
conflict .between Israel and the 
Arab nations. They both need 
each other whether they like it 
or not. Without a complete mill, 
tary, political, and economic part 
ncrship between them, Israel will 
not be able to develop, while on 
the other hand, the Arab nations 
Will continue at a medji

A Demagogue Denounced

"The people in Ottawa... wish for the disappearance of French culture in America". This rash and 
antagonistic statement was made by thé man in whom the voters of the Province of Quebec have entrusted 
the care of their welfare. — Maurice Duplèssls. But, though I may be an outsider, I fall to see how French 
culture in America can be prevented from disappearing if Laval University, and every other . French 
university in the province Is deprived of funds. For surely, we are not to be fooled by a possible (and 
now ONLY possible, and not even very probable) future grant from Mr. Duplessls matching or even 
exceeding th* federal offer. Such a thing would not be done through pure altruism, nor waa it done for 
this reason' the last time. The argument that the giving, of aid to the universities should -remain ln^the 
hands of the province is pure malarkey. For why, and I would like only one good reason, .why should the 
universities not be able to accept aid from BOTH Mr. St. Laurent AND- the provincial- government, . if bo th 
are able and if both are willing to give it? No, Mr; Duplessls' aid- will- come only if. the universities agree 
not to accept Ottawa's offer, but this seems to me to accomplish nothing except to pressure and browbeat 
them Into a potential position of. political indebtedness. And, if Mr. Duplessls Insists on beeping- French 
culture-away from what he fears is to be assimilation, then we as students must certainly/object to our 
universities' and schools i-belngjn danger of becoming instruments of Mr. Puplessis* power! ' 
• : Furthermore, the citizens of this province 'arc paying for the right' to recèïye educational grants; 
they are also; paying taxes to Ottawa; -which will now give them- tW same privilege. Why,' then, should 
the money benefiting students come from only ONE source ? Surely. Mr. Duplessls would not willfully 
sacriflce'the welfare of the people of> the entire country (for the welfare of this highly-industrialized prov- 
ince), for personal political advantage, but if he is not, then precisely what IS he doing ? Too many people 
have been forced to think he has, and when they do, there is no telling what will happen io the political- 
morale of a province, and eventually to its freedom. 

Nor is this by any means the only case in which Mr. Duplessls has created this impression, which 
we pray by all .we have learned from history is not so.iBy a wanton and medieval abuse of economic laws, 
he attempted last year to regulate- the price of newsprint in this province, and to introduce discriminatory 
pricing. We hope this was not done to curry favour with the press, but too many have been forced to'think 
.so. Economically this move was entirely unsound and unnecessary. 

Mr. Duplessls : padlocks with impunity, and he sends the Provincial Police to break up religious 
meetings in good faith.
